2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant* s 
claimed invention discloses a method and apparatus for encoding and decoding data, 
wherein supplemental data is used to alter a parameter, wherein an algorithm to encode 
the data is determined by the altered parameter. The prior art discloses a similar 
invention.
